Washington, Feb. 1.—Spain today 
is one of the most important and 
complex problems facing the United 
States and the allies. 
Already she is feeling the teeth of 


America’s grim war determination in 


answer to her embargo on shipment 
of needed supplies to General Persh- 
ing’s army in France. i 

Eight of her big merchant ships are 
idle in New York, refused bunker 
coal licenses pending the outcome of 
negotiations, now going on, the nat- 
ure of which cannot yet be revealéd. 

Meanwhile, however, the United 
Press is able to present an authori- 
tative insight into Spanish conditions 
based on information 
reliability of which cannot be ques- 
tioned. i 

The Spaniards ft is said, are 
watching the critical progress of the 
war with keen eyes. If she enters, 
she wants to be on the winning side. 
Her army is regarded as pro-Ger- 
man. As in every other country the 
officers of the army are greatly im- 
pressed by the fetish of German miji- 
tary efficiency. Many of them have 
been trained in Germany and are 
thoroughly Germanophile. 

It is claimed that Spain has mod- 
ern rifles for two million men. ft ig 
asserted that there are seventy thou- 
sand German reservists in the coun- 
try and that when the Spanish army 
takes the field, the burden of com- 
mand will fall upon twenty thousand
